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Hobbs Takes on Duties ot Manager

“Where is Greenbelt go¬ 
ing?” And, “How does it 
want to get there?” These 
are the profound questions 
Greenbelt's new city mana¬ 
ger, Daniel G. Hobbs, thinks 
will need to be answered in 
the next few years. But not 
by him. The essence of 
Hobbs' management style is 
that he sees himself as a 
facilitator—not a creator. “It 
won't be my job to answer 
those questions,” Hobbs as¬ 
serts, but rather to bring 
the right people together— 
citizens, staff, coortil—to 
to process problems effec¬ 
tively, 

Hobbs 1 predecessor, Jim Giese, 
Greenbelt’s city manager for 28 
years has been described as “the 
ultimate city manager.” He was 
a skilled master at his craft and 
a patient teacher. As Greenbelt 
grew in size and prominence, 
Jim Giese stood quietly behind 
the scenes, rarely taking credit 
for achievements that brought a 
sharp increase in commercial and 
residential development in the 
past 10 years- His manner was 
quiet, purposeful. Giese had the 
rumpled appearance of a man 
settled into his job in the way 
one settles into a comfortable 
old easy chair. Evenings often 
found him plowing through pa¬ 
pers on his desk. 

Hobbs, in contrast, can be de¬ 
scribed as “the textbook city 
manager.” He is young (40ish), 
lean, with a polished manner 
somewhat in variance with his 
unruly shock of light auburn 
hair. His desk is uncluttered- 
Already he’s created more space 
and open areas in the city man¬ 
ager’s office. He conveys an air 
of drive and ambition, as well 
as boyish enthusiasm for being 
the manager of a planned com¬ 
munity. In his 20 years in the 
field of city management, he has 
steadily climbed the ladder to 
more and more responsible po¬ 
sitions. 

It is his experiences in 

fiscal management that 
Hobbs feels attracted 
the Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil's attention. 

“I always dreamed of being 
manager of a city like Heston or 
Columbia,” he remarks. It wasn’t 
until after he came to Greenbelt 
that he realized he had accom¬ 
plished his goal; he was the 
manager o* a planned commun¬ 
ity, one of the first in the coun¬ 
try. 

Philosophically, Hobbs consid¬ 
ers himself very close to Jim 
Giese. He jokingly observes, 
“When people say, 'Oh, you’re 
the one who’s filling Jim Giese’s 
shoes,’ I say the only difference 
between us is that Jim is a 
10 Ms wing tip and I am a 
9& loafer.” 


Ohio Background 

Hobbs grew up in Dayton, 
Ohio, where his mother was ac¬ 
tive in the League of Women 
Voters. His father was president 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 
He credits this civic-minded 
background with his later inter¬ 
est in local government He at¬ 
tended the University of Dayton, 
spending one summer as an in¬ 
tern with the City of Dayton 

The sixties was a turbulent 
time for cities. In the wake of 
the civil rights movement, the 
federal government initiated the 
Model Cities Program. The an¬ 
swer to urban decay was to tear 
down and rebuild. The conse¬ 
quences were often bitter and 
strident as neighborhoods were 
destroyed and poor people re¬ 
located. 

In Dayton, Hobbs had the op¬ 
portunity to work under Graham 
Watt, later Deputy Mayor of 
Washington, DC. and then was 
manager of Broward County, 
Florida. Hobbs describes Watt 


To be qualified to vote in city 
elections and to sign petitions 
for nominations citizens must be 
registered with the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Board of Elections. 
This is the first year that Green- 
belters will vote under universal 
registration. The city no longer 
registers people for city elec¬ 
tions. However, only Greenbelt- 
ers may vote in city elections. 

Only charter amendments may 
be petitioned to city elections. 
Because of universal registration 
now 2,000 signatures (20% of 
registered voters) are necessary, 
all of them Greenbelt residents. 
Also, a special form must be 
used. These may be obtained at 
city offices. 

Voter Registration 

Although the County Board of 
Elections will handle all regis¬ 
trations, registration forms may 
be picked up during regular of¬ 
fice hours at the city offices, 
25 Crescent Road (Municipal 
Building), or at the Greenbelt 
Library, 11 Crescent Road. Vot¬ 
ers may also call the Board of 
Elections at 627-2814 to request 
that a form be sent by mail. All 
completed forms must be re¬ 
ceived by the Board of Elections 
by October 7* 

Voter Qualification 
Requirements 

In order to vote in Greenbelt, 
and to be registered with Prince 
Georges County, one must be 
a citizen of the United States 
of America; at least 18 years of 


as the “ideal city manager.” 
While there were riots in the 
Dayton streets, Watt kept the 
government functioning. Hobbs 
admired Watt for his hard work, 
his intelligence, his sense of hu¬ 
mor. He respected Watt for his 
accomplishments in keeping the 
city together, for not losing his 
vision of what was in th*e pub¬ 
lic’s interest. Hobbs also learned 
to relish the citizen participation 
aspects of local government in 
bringing about cvhange. 

After obtaining a Master’s de¬ 
gree in urban affairs from the 
University of Wisconsin, followed 
by a Master’s in public adminis¬ 
tration from the University of 
Dayton, Hobbs again worked for 
a short period for the City of 
Dayton. He arrived in Rockville, 
Maryland as the city’s assistant 
city manager in the late 70s. 

Fiscal Experience 

If his experience in Dayton 
and Rockville taught him to en-

Candidacy for Council 

Any qualified voter of the city 
wishing to run for council may 
do so by obtaining from the city 
clerk and filing the following 
forms: 

1. Nomination Petition — This 
form requires the signature of 
at least 50 qualified voters of 
the city, and must be signed by 
the circulator of the petition and 
notarized. The signatures should 
give the petitioners’ proper name 
e.g., Mary Doe, not Mrs. John 
Doe and address- 

2. Acceptance of Nomination— 
This form notes that the nomi¬ 
nee agrees to serve, if elected. 
It must be filed along with the 
nomination petition. 

3. Financial Disclosure State¬ 
ment—This form lists business 
entities and real estate inter¬ 
ests held by the nominee and 
family, and sources of specified 
income or debt. The statement 
covers the period January 1, 1990 
thru June 30, 1991. Candidates

Begins in Greenbelt 

A stream clean-up will be held 
this Saturday, September 14, 
from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. The clean¬ 
up, sponsored by the Anacostia 
Watershed Society (AWS), is an 
effort to save Indian Greek. 

The creek, polluted mainly by 
residue washed off of parking 
lots by rain, is one of the most 
polluted tributaries of the Ana¬ 
costia river. The stream clean¬ 
up will begin near the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center on Cher¬ 
rywood Lane. Anyone partici¬ 
pating should wear old clothes 
and shoes. 

Next week residents will re¬ 
ceive a letter in the mail from 
AWS requesting contributions. 
Funds will be used first for 
planting trees along the tribu¬ 
tary of Indian Creek that will be 
cleaned up this weekend. Funds 
are also sought for acquisition 
of the wetlands preserve on the 
A.H. Smith property adjacent to 
the Metro station. Financial con¬ 
tributions will give Greenbelters 
the opportunity to 'Valk their 
talk to save the Bay,” says Rob¬ 
ert Boone, executive director of 
AWS. 

“I highly commend the Ana¬ 
costia Watershed Society for 
their efforts to reclaim Indian 
Creek. Preserving this natural 
resource should be a top prior¬ 
ity for everyone,” says Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld. 

The AWS, formed in January 
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ganization, is interested in mak¬ 
ing the Anacostia River a swim- 
able, fishable body of water by 
the year 2000. 

The AWS wants the wetlands 
on the A.H. Smith property, 
just west of Springhill Lake 
purchased and restored. The Xndi- 
and Creek clean-up would help 
preserve this area as well as the 
Anacostia and Potomac Rivers 
and the Chesapeake Bay. 

City Council supported the 
society’s request last July urg¬ 
ing the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority to ac¬ 
quire the property around the 
new Metro station for use as a 
wetlands nature preserve to im¬ 
prove water quality and flood 
control and to provide multiple 
opportunities for hiker/biker 
trails, environmental education 
and other recreational activities. 

The AWS is furthering their 
efforts to preserve the wetlands 
by planting trees in November,

Petitions 

The City Clerk verifies that 
nomination petitions meet the 
requirements of the city charter. 
A drawing will be held by the 
Board of Elections in the City 
Offices on Tuesday. September 
24 at 7:30 p.m. to determine the 
order in which the candidates' 
names shall be placed on the 
ballot. This meeting is open to 
the public; candidates, their 
families, supporters, and inter¬ 
ested citizens may attend to wit¬ 
ness the draw. 

Candidates are also required 
to file a notarized interim report 
of campaign contributions no 
later than noon, October 18; and 
a final campaign contribution re¬ 
port must be filed no later than 
5 p.m. Monday. November 11. 
This report shall list the name, 
address, and amount contributed 
of every contributor, other than 
the candidate or a member of 
his or her family, who has con¬ 
tributed more than $25 00 in fur¬ 
therance of the candidate's nom¬ 
ination and election. 

Absentee Voting 

Voters who will be unable to 
appear at their polling place on 
November 5 by reason of illness, 
religious beliefs or absence from 
the city may vote by absentee 
ballots. The first day to apply 
and vote by absentee ballot will 
be Wednesday, October 16. 
(Please watch for city ads).

The apprecaitive crowd moving slowly around the small 
art gallery in the Greenbelt Library at last Sunday’s open¬ 
ing were probably unaware that this show is a milestone in 
the gallery’s 18-month existence. 

There have been exhibits of fleeted in the darkened window 


various artists' works—painting, 
sculpture, mixed media — but 
never a group show, and this 
one is by six artists associated 
with Greenbelt. 

The current month-long show¬ 
ing features 17 paintings, draw¬ 
ings, mixed media and sculp¬ 
tured images of astonishing va¬ 
riety. That such a breadth of art 
can be successfully displayed in 
the small room on the lower 
level of the library is a tribute 
to the vision of the county li¬ 
brary system's administration as 
well as to the ingenuity of the 
artists who exhibit there. 

Two abstract watercolors by 
the late Jo Scheibel (whose col¬ 
lection was hung in the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland, University art 
hall last year) begin the kalei¬ 
doscope of color and texture one 
sees and feels in this show. Alice 
Plaster enjoys literally “reflect¬ 
ing” on life's ordinary scenes, 
and her “Bakery” oil painting 
depicts a familiar shop as if 
seen through its window with the 
added layer of reflections from 
outside. What adds a new di¬ 
mension is its placement so that 
one sees the bright work re- 


of the Novel Endings Bookstpre 
directly across the hall. 

Allen Linder's sculpture — 
especially the painted pink mar¬ 
ble called “Sitting Man”-—evokes 
the sensation of weight, move¬ 
ment and balance. The jutting 
chin and wide eyes of the “Man” 
can be very disconcerting when 
confronted head-on. Liza Lin¬ 
der's intriguing mixed media 
painting titled “Two People 
Trying to Understand Each Oth¬ 
er” makes one stop to consider 
ways in which relationships can 
be symbolized. 

Valerie Watson takes viewers 
to distant sites, juxtaposing hu¬ 
man figures, architecture and 
artifacts. Barbara McGee’s wa- 
tercolor, graphite and colored 
pencils produced one idea in 
three varied phases: “Woman 
Braiding Her Hair” seems to 
show human gestures in differ¬ 
ing, often pensive, moods.

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Council Adopts New Policy 
For Posting Election Signs

The regular city council meeting on Monday, August 26 
was an unusual one because it was short and because the 
jokes and quips flew. Everyone seemed to be in good 
humor. Council changed election sign policy, reviewed ex¬ 
pansion plans at the Goddard Space Flight Center, set pool 
fees, and attended to various city matters. 


A new method of placing cam¬ 
paign signs in city elections was 
approved by council. These rules 
must be voluntarily agreed to 
by all the candidates. The signs 
will be located on nine public 
sites and will still be the tradi¬ 
tional 18” x 24” in size. Three 
signs per pole will be the limit 
and slots on the pole will be 
chosen by lottery. The candi¬ 
dates will be responsible for 
monitoring the signs. 

Counciimember Thomas White 
was the only one to vote against 
the measure. He said he wanted 
^o let all the candidates in this 
ipcoming election have an op¬ 
portunity to review this policy. 
(People may still decide to run 
for city council till September 
23.) 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld dis¬ 
agreed, saying that because the 
issue has come up in several 
meetings, people have had a 
chance to comment on the mat¬ 
ter. 

“The issue has come up be¬ 
cause citizens have complained.” 
said council member Joseph 
Isaacs, and “this council can. 
act” on this issue. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram raised questions about cost 
and placement of signs. 

Another election matter was 
council approval of an advisory 
question on the ballot. The ques¬ 
tion is: “Do you favor changing 
the city charter to provide for 
a four-year term of office for 
the elected City Council?” 

NASA 

A presentation on expansion 
planned at the Goddard Space 
Flight Center (NASA) was giv¬ 
en by Steve Bice, Head of Fa¬ 
cilities Planning. By the year 
2000 two new buildings are 
planned across Soil Conservation 
Road from the existing facility. 

The first building to be con¬ 
structed will be the Earth Ob¬ 
servation System Data Informa¬ 
tion Systems Center, which will 
be 192,000 square feet and house 
900 people over a 24-hour period. 
The second building will be the 
Earth Systems Science Building, 
which will be 380,000 square feet 
and will house about 500 people. 

These two structures, plus oth¬ 
er, smaller, building projects, 
will add about 1,000 prime shift 
employees. Part of the building 
plans includes the possibility 
that gates may be relocated or 
closed, 

“My main concern, besides 
traffic on Greenbelt Road, is the 
closing of Soil Conservation 
Road,” said Bram. White and 


Weidenfeld agreed with her on 
this. 

City Matters 

Council approved the promo¬ 
tions of Assistant City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin to Deputy 
City Manager/City Treasurer 
and of City Accountant Jeff Wil¬ 
liams to Deputy City Treasurer. 
City Manager Daniel Hobbs rec¬ 
ommended the restructuring of 
city positions rather than the 
hiring of a new Director of Ad¬ 
ministrative Services to replace 
recently retired Casimir PrybyL 
The savings to the city is $44»- 
600. 

The Deputy City Manager/ 
City Treasurer will supervise 
the Department of Finance and 
Administrative Services, which 
includes personnel and purchas¬ 
ing functions, and continue the 
work of assistant city manager. 

The Deputy City Treasurer 
will be responsible for supervis¬ 
ing the day-to-day financial op¬ 
erations of -the city as well as 
being the accountant 
City Matters 

Council took care of several 
city matters. Approval was given 
for spending $7,600 on interior 
painting of the municipal build¬ 
ing. Among other work in the 
building, CARES has been 
moved to the ground floor and 
the office it vacated now houses 
the Planning and Development 
Department 

Council approved $11,258 for 
purchases for Sehrom Hills 
Park: 23 bollards costing $330 
each, and seven 25-foot poles 
with 400 watt lights costing $524 
each, for the parking lot 

The city usually holds a re¬ 
ception in appreciation of the 
volunteer services of members of 
the council advisory boards. 
Council decided to combine this 
event with the pre-opening event 
celebrating the opening of the 
indoor pool on Friday, Septem¬ 


ber 27 in the pool area. 

The city received a Certificate 
of Achievement for Excellence in 
Financial Reporting for its fi¬ 
nancial report for the fiscal year 
ended on June 30, 1990 —the 
eighth time the city has won 
this award. 

New Pool Fees 

Council approved new fees 
for the pools. A family annual 
pool pass will be $270, nine- 
month pass $205, and summer 
pass $135. Individual passes are: 
annual $130, nine-month pass 
$100, and summer pass $65- 
Non-resident passes will be more 
expensive. Seniors will also pay: 
$35 for the summer, $50 for 
nine months, and $65 for an 
annual pass. 

Miscellaneous 

White asked the city staff to 
look into the issue of Green- 
belt’s zip codes. He said he has 
noticed e&tablishmens outside 
Greenbelt with the 20770 zip 
code. “We should have owner¬ 
ship of 20770,” he said. 

The president of the Prince 
Georges County Municipal Asso¬ 
ciation (PGCMA) asked for 
council’s support on County Bill 
CB-24-1991 on billboards. The 
original bill would ban new bill¬ 
boards and phase out old ones. 
The bill was amended to just 
ban new billboards. The city 
council agreed to support the 
amended bill and to push for 
legislation to phase out existing 
ones. 

The Maryland Municipal Lea¬ 
gue askfed all its members to 
oppose the imposition of a Po¬ 
lice Officers 1 Bill of Rights in 
the Omnibus Crime Bill now 
pending in the U.S- Congress. 
The League’s position is that this 
would interfere with the rela¬ 
tions of local police and local 
elected officials. White, who in¬ 
troduced this item to council's 
attention, said that Maryland 
already has a police Bill-of- 
Rights law. Council agreed to 
support the League's position. 

Council agreed that at least 
one council member should go 
to a meeting on September 3 
about the Sectional Map Amend¬ 
ment for Bowie/Collington and 
speak against the Inter County 
Connector.

joy citizen participation, his two 
jobs in Texas gave him oppor¬ 
tunities to test his ability to 
resolve severe fiscal crises- Dur¬ 
ing his tenure as Director of 
Management and Budget for 
Corpus Christi and as city man¬ 
ager in Killeen, he polished his 
skills in cutback management. 

Shortly after Hobbs arrived 
in Corpus Christi (280,000 popu¬ 
lation) in the mid-80s as Bud¬ 
get Director, the economy flat¬ 
tened. The city faced a $7 mil¬ 
lion gap between expenses and 
resources. Although he main¬ 
tains he was affectionately 
known as “meat axe Hobbs” and 
“Dr. No,” he is proud that he 
engineered a program of cuts 
through attrition and reorgani¬ 
zation with no major reduction 
in services and with only four 
layoffs. 

Arriving in Killeen, Texas 
(64,000 population) as City 
Manager one and one-half years 
ago, he found that the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense was about to 
close Fort Hood, employer to 
20,000 people. The city faced a 
25 percent unemployment rate 
within 18 months. The city's 
subsequent efforts to diversify 
its economy brought Hobbs na¬ 
tional recognition, including an 
interview on ‘CBS Good Morn¬ 
ing” He laughingly recalls that 
he made more trips to Washing¬ 
ton during his tenure in Killeen 
than he did while he worked for 


the city of Rockville. He helped 
the city obtain a $100,000 plan¬ 
ning grant from the President’s 
Office on Economic Assistance 
to organize an economic develop¬ 
ment corporation.

He 
believes these qualities were re¬ 
sponsible for the council's se¬ 
lecting him as the new city man¬ 
ager. 

Personal Life 

Hobbs is happy to be back in 
the Washington area. His wife’s 
family is nearby; his family in 
Ohio is only a day's drive away. 
He is impressed with the Buddy 
Attick Park, and with the view 
of the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center from Ridge 
Road. He is busy rediscovering 
old colleagues at the Council of 
Governments. He is pleased to be 
working with Mike McLaughlin, 
the assistant city manager whom 
he hired for an internship while 
at the city of Rockville. He mar¬ 
vels at the changes that have 
occurred in the few years he 
has been gone from the area. He 
mentions Union Station — and 
the development in Greenbelt.
